PHILADELPHIA.

President Truman told the Amer­ 
ican Red Cross today that it can 
become a great force for unity 
among the peoples of the world. 
In a message to the organiza­ 
tion’s first post-war national con­ 
vention which opened today, the 
President said that because of its 
global work the emblem of the 
Red Cross can mean more than 
help and service to individuals. 
“This broader role provides new 
challenges and greater opportun­ 
ities and, along with them, heavier 
and more sobering responsibili­ 
ties," he said, “In the continuance 
of our diligent work toward a just 
and enduring peace it is hearten­ 
ing to observe that however people 
may differ on political and econo­ 
mic issues, under the banner of 
the Red Cross they can unite for 
the betterment of mankind." 
Basil O’Connor, Red Cross na­ 
tional chairman, earlier said th* 
organization is prepared for any 
eventuality—even another war. 
"It certainly Isn’t safe to as­ 
sume that there will not be an­ 
other conflict," he said in a pro- 
convention press conference.

written statem ents would m ater­ 
ially shorten the trial. 
Franklin Warren, a defense at­ 
torney from Tulsa. Okla., then re­ 
quested that the defense be allow­ 
ed to submit its witnesses to pri­ 
vate cross-examination and pre­ 
sent the testimony also rn the 
form of affidavits. 
“That's just to taunt this tri­ 
bunal,” Webb retorted. 
Warren apologized to the court. 
He then went on to state that 
Japanese witnesses would be to- ] 
tally incapable of giving unbiased 
testimony if they were questioned 
privately by prosecutors.

IT IS a shameful prediction that 
we shall lose more lives by acci­ 
dent in the next few years of peace, 
than we lost by enemy guns and 
bombs during th# war. Such wan­ 
ton waste of life it needless be­ 
cause most accidents are prevent­ 
able. There is no real reason why 
they should occur at all; they serve 
no purpose; they are simply the 
price we pay for carelessness. 
Many accidents occur in tha 
home. Severe injuries come from 
falls in the bathtub or from a step­ 
ladder. A large number also occur 
on the street 
It has been forecast that there 
will be a sharp rise in the number 
of accidental deaths among bicy­ 
clists as automobile and bicycle 
traffic increases. Bicycling is, of 
course, a healthful sport that calls 
into play many muscles of the 
body, speeds up breathing and cir­ 
culation and helps get rid of body 
wastes. 
Hence, it is to be encouraged. 
But parents should tell their chil­ 
dren to be careful and might also 
tell them the reasons as set out 
in this article. 
The greatest rise in the death 
toll from bicycle accidents, it is 
predicted, will be among boys be­ 
tween IO and 19 years of age. It 


has been pointed out that there 
was a gain in popularity of bicycles 
in the ten years before the second 
World War and this was accom­ 
panied by increased accidents. 
In fact, the number was more 
than doubled from 1935 to 1941. 
Four-fifths of the accidents occur 
as a result of collision between 
a bicycle and an automobile. The 
remainder happen as a result of 
a fall off a bicycle, from a bicycle 
running into a streetcar, curb, tree 
or other object 
Fatalities among girl* from bi­ 
cycle accidents are comparatively 
infrequent. This may be because 
girls ride bicycles less often than 
boys or because they are more 
careful. 
In any event, bicycling is not to 
be discouraged, but care should be 
taken by the bicyclist as well as by 
the automobile driver to aid in 
avoiding accident#. W ith advances 
made by modem science, many 
lives are being saved by the pre­ 
vention of disease and by improved 
living, yet all of this saving will 
come to no avail if accident# con­ 
tinue to increase. 
The 
watchwords 
for 
acci­ 
dent prevention are “care” and 
"thoughtfulness.” 
It would also 
help if communities provided roads 
for the exclusive use of bicyclists.

,} Summer outdoor program for 
Girl Scouts in Pickaway county 
opened last week with a registra­ 
tion of 72 Intermediate Girl Scouts 
and about 40 Brownies, under the 
direction of Miss Ruth Stout, her 
assistants, and unit aides.

“Increased 
use of perishable produce will per­ 
mit shipments of other foods to 
those hunger-ridden nations now' 
subsisting on daily diets of from 
1.000 to 1,500 calories as compared 
with an average of 3.300 calories 
for the United States”.

vegetables consumed by Pickaw’ay 
county residents come from this

Baum pointed out. Large amounts 
of perishables are received from 
other sections of the nation

round needs. 
The development of more effici­ 
ent distribution methods, Baum 
asserted, 
has helped to double 
fresh 
fruit and vegetable con­ 
sumption during the past 25 years,

Basing his estimates on prelim­ 
inary Indications of food produc­ 
tion and consumption for 1946, he 
said that each person in the coun­ 
try will eat an average of 1,695 
pounds of food in 1|46.

“Contact Lenses” was the sub- 
ject of Dr. Charles Bridgeman, as­ 
sistant director of the school of op­ 
tometry at Ohio State University, 
at the Kiwanis Club meeting Mon­ 
day evening in Hanley’s.
